Death Penalty 
Set Aside by 
High Court 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Thc Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court, in a •! to 3 
decision, today set aside the death 
sentence of Frank Andrew Payne, 
Negro, foi' the murder of his white 
employer at Pine Bluff. 


A previous death sentence for 


the slaying of lumberman J. N. 
Robertson had .been cancelled by 
the U. S. Supreme Court after the 
stale high court upheld it. 


The court majority today said 


the trial judge erred when be per- 
mitted evidence at the re-trial last 
year about an alleged re-enact- 
,'mcnt of the crime by Payne im- 
l mediately following the giving of a 
confession which the U. S. Su- 
preme Court previously had said 
was involuntary. 
'Justice J. S. 
Holt said for the 


majority thai "this rc-cnaclment 
amounted to but a part of his 
coerced confession and was also 
coerced and unlawfully obtained." 


Jn a dissenting opinion, -^hief 


Justice Carlcton Harris contended 
Ibat the re-enactment was volun- 
tary and did not constitute part of 
the voided confession.
